REPORT OF HOPEDALE TOWN 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the Town by-laws, The 
Finance Committee has given careful consideration to all Articles in The 
Town Warrant involving the expenditure of money, and presents herewith 
its recommendations. Your Committee has met with all Departments and 
various Town Officials in arriving at its determinations. 

The appropriations for 1971 amount to a total of $1,777,866 
compared with $1,617,866 last year — an increase of $160,000. Major 
increases follow: 


School Department $122,000. 
Re-appraisal of taxable property 17,000. 
Interior and exterior painting 

of water tank 12,000. 
Protection of Persons and Property 18,100, 


(Including 6,000 for repair of hydraulic 
system on ladder truck) 
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Insurance (including Group) 9,000. 
Non-contributory Pensions 7,300. 


Article 3 is the principal appropriation, covering the operating 
expenses of the town, and other recurring items such as bond retirement 
and interest. While all of these items will be brought before the Town 
Meeting under this one article, any of them may be discussed or acted 
upon separately. 


Under Article 10, your Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$10,000 for The Reserve Fund, the same as last year, monies to be taken 
from Overlay Surplus. 


Article 25 calls for an expert appraisal of the taxable property 
within the Town. The Finance Committee voted unanimously against this, 
believing it not to be in the best interests of Hopedale taxpayers at this 
time, — 


Article 27 calls for monies to be expended for a prosecutor to 
prosecute criminal cases for and on behalf of The Hopedale Police 
Department. In the absence of definite information, your Committee 
could take no positive action, 


The Committee recommends that under Article 30, the sum of 
$45,000 be transferred from available funds (or free cash) to apply against 
the tax rate for 1971. The amount of available funds at January 1, as 
certified by the State Director of Accounts was $87,858 against last year’s 
balance of $73,396 of which $36,600 was used at the annual Town 
Meeting. Available funds result from unexpended appropriations plus or 
minus the difference between actual and estimated amounts or other items 
used in fixing the tax rate. 


Except as otherwise noted in the foregoing, The Finance Committee 
recommends the approval of all articles as presented, involving the 
expenditure of money. 

If all requests are approved, there will be total appropriations of 
$1,837,866 with transfers of $60,000 from free cash and other available 
funds. A net total of $1,391,424 will be used by the Assessors in fixing the 
tax rate, Currently, no word has been received from the Commonwealth 
regarding County and State assessments n’or the Town’s share of The 
General Fund. These factors could have a direct bearing on our tax rate — 
up or down, 
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On the basis of information obtained from the Assessors, it is 
estimated that the 1971 assessed valuation of the Town will be 
approximately $23,778,450 as last year. 


The following condensed summary indicates how the 1970 tax rate 
was determined and our present estimate for 1971. The figures reflect a 
new rate of $58.50, an increase of $6.50 over 1970, if all requests are 
approved,

The Town Clerk, in practically all instances, is the custodian of all 
official town records which have been compiled and filed in his office. 
Records of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, as well as all the votes taken at 
Town Meetings, are complete from the year 1886, when the Town was 
incorporated and separated from the Town of Milford, In this office, the 
records of the Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the Town Clerk 
is ex-officio of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are 
discharged by the Town Clerk. All By-laws and Amendments, voted by the 
meetings, must be submitted to the Attorney General for his approval. 
Unless this is obtained, the By-laws, or Amendments do not become 
effective. If approval is received, then the By-laws or Amendments must be 
published three times, a week apart in the local newspaper, before they 
become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household 
goods, must also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. 
Marriage intentions are filed and marriage licenses issued by this office. 
Other licenses issued include those for hunting and fishing, dog licenses, 
and renewal permits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the 
processing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for Town 
elections, the supervision of elections and its workers, and the compilation 
of the total vote cast for each candidate.

The Board of Selectmen held 27 regular meetings, 12 special 
meetings, and several administrative meetings during 1971. In reviewing 
the past year, progress has been made in improving communications 
between the Board of Selectmen and the public. All regular and special 
meetings have been open to the public and have been attended by 
members of the press and the clerk as well as interested townspeople who 
have informed the public of the business transacted. The appointment of 
citizen advisory committees in such key areas as zoning by-law revision, 
town insurance, and municipal sewerage; and quarterly meetings of town 
department heads have all increased the access of the general public to the 
activities of their local government. 


The Town has also begun to receive federal and state assistance in 
several areas. Most notably, the Selectmen were awarded the full-time 
services of an administrative intern from the Department of Community 
Affairs at no cost to the town at a dollar value of $1,000. The intern, Mr. 
Gary H. Jedderson, was assigned to assist with revising the Zoning By-laws. 
The Board is also participating in the Federal Emergency Employment Act 
and received about $20,000 for four public service positions. Hopedale is 
serving as the coordinating town for the nine town Blackstone Valley 
Consortium under this program. 


The Selectmen have actively communicated with legislators from our 
area, various state administrative officials, and other selectmen in order to 
keep them advised on our positions on matters of vital interest to 
Hopedale. 


During the 1971 year, the Board processed and issued a total of 25 
zoning permits. As a result of the vote of the Town in the 1970 General 
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Election, the granting of alcoholic beverage licenses was authorized, and 
the Board issued two licenses for package stores and one club license for a 
total of $2,540.03. Other licenses were given out for a total of $130.00. 
The amount of $113.00 was turned over to the Selectmen by the 
Inspector of Wires, Albert J. Shimkus as income from 53 wire inspections, 
| fire inspection and 5 request inspections. 


The Board, under Article 8 of the 1970 Annual Town Meeting, 
directed the Town Counsel, Attorney Dennis M. Sullivan, to represent the 
Town in several matters before the District Court, and in another matter 
before the Massachusetts Labor Relations Commission. The Board also 
conducted hearings on four dog complaints in accordance with Chapter 
140, Section 157, of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of the town departments 
and officers for the cooperation they have given to the Board over the past 
year. The Board would also like to recognize the cooperation of Mrs. 
Virginia Cyr and Napier Scribner, representatives of the press. Finally, we 
want to express Our appreciation to all residents of Hopedale for their 
understanding and assistance. The Board shall continue to strive to provide 
the people of Hopedale with the high quality representation which they 
deserve and are entitled to expect of their Board of Selectmen.

Solid Waste Disposal Advisory Committee: William J. Francis III, 
Chairman; William L. Quance; Arthur S. Bell; Charles A. Watson; Benjamin 
F, Phillips; Robert Hammond; James Johnson; Rolland J. Morin, Jr. 


The two (2) Nursing Homes were inspected during the year, and 
were found to be in satisfactory condition. The Graceland Nursing Home 
is no longer in operation. 


The Board would like to thank Mr. Benjamin F. Phillips, Sanitation 
Officer for his excellent work, also Mr. William J. Francis III, Chairman of 
the Solid Waste Disposal Advisory Committee, and his committee for their 
time and efforts. This Board was organized in the Spring of 1970. 


May — In May of this year, a letter was received 'from the State, stating in 
part, that after July 1st there will be no open burning. 


We are pleased to announce that there were no fires at the landfill 
site during the past six (6) months of operation. (July 1 — December 
31st) 


Through the kindness of North American Rockwell, we have been 
able to use the site on Freedom Street as a landfill. They are also 
assuming the responsibilities for maintaining and fueling the equip- 
ment owned by them. This has been a substantial savings to the 
taxpayers of this town. 


During this time, in order to change-over the dump site to a landfill 
operation, the Board had to go before the Finance Committee for 
funds to operate this site on a temporary basis. 


The Solid Waste Disposal Advisory Committee recommended a site 
then owned by North American Rockwell, off Rte. ##140 for use as 
a Sanitary Landfill and conducted a Public Hearing concerning the 
proposed site. 
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August — The Board of Health had a special meeting and assigned the site 
recommended by the Solid Waste Disposal Advisory Committee. 


October — Notification was received from the State Department of Public 
Health that a letter of appeal had been filed, concerning the 
proposed landfill site by Atty. Peter S. Casey who represents a group 
of citizens from the Rte. ##140 area and a hearing was scheduled for 
January 5, 1972, in Boston. 


The sanitary landfill is supervised by the Sanitation Officer, under 
the direction of the Board of Health. The area is open daily (except on 
Wednesdays and Sundays) from 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. (When a holiday 
occurs during the week, the site is open on Wednesdays.) There will be no 
dumping unless there is an attendant on duty, and all rubbish is covered 
daily. Dumping is by permit only. 


Dumping stickers may be obtained from the attendants at the site or 
from the Board of Health. 


Approximately 55 cars and 10 commercial trucks use this landfill 
site daily. Out of town residents are still being turned away. 


Rodent control is being carried out by the Draper Division of North 
American Rockwell every two weeks. 

In the month of September, the Sanitation Officer along with 
a Pest Control Exterminator worked in the Bancroft Park area, to 
eliminate rodents. 


In closing, the Board would like to thank all departments in the 
town for their support and cooperation in assisting us in the performance 
of our various duties.

Because of the newly organized Board of Health, the Milk and 
Collector’s position was assigned to me on March 15, 1971. 
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All milk dealers that deliver milk and oleomargarine products in 
Hopedale were contacted, requesting that their milk and milk products be 
sent to an authorized laboratory and results of these tests returned to me. 
Permits were issued to all dealers having established good quality of their 
product as determined by State Regulation and a sum of $70.00 was 
collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


Several complaints were investigated and excellent cooperation was 
received,

REPORT OF 
THE SANITATION OFFICER 


During the 1971 year I investigated thirteen applications for sewage 
permits and inspected work when completed. A total of $65.00 from 
sewage permits was turned over to the Town Treasurer. 


I had one house condemned for improper sewage facilities on May 
14, 1971. Since that time the house itself has been put in good condition 
and an A-1 sewage system installed. The condemned notice was removed 
on September 1, 1971. 


We have many more sewage problems which the Board and I are 
working on, namely, Villa Drive and a portion of South Main Street. I have 
contacted the Department of Natural Resources requesting permission for 
these residents to tie in to the Milford Sewage System. Subsequently, a 
man was sent from the Department of Natural Resources to inspect the 
area and on December 9, 1971, permission was granted for the tie-in. All 
information regarding this matter was turned over to the Hopedale Sewer 
Commissioners for further action. 


Fire Chief Durgin and Deputy Chief Grant and I inspected five 
homes as a result of complaints of unsanitary and fire hazardous 
conditions. Excellent cooperation was received from the owners and all 
complaints have been corrected. 


I apprehended 43 people for throwing rubbish to the side of the 
Hopedale highways. Excellent cooperation was received from Police Chief 
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Sanborn and his department in getting this rubbish picked up by owners so 
that no court action was necessary. 


We experienced a large fish kill at Spindleville Pond in which help 
was received from the highway department, North American Rockwell, 
the fire department and members of the Board of Health. A total of 5% 
bushels of dead fish were removed. Samples of the water were taken to 
Lawrence Testing Station with a reply of negative and an explanation that 
the incident most likely was what is referred to as a “summer kill” or lack 
of oxygen. This often happens in weed infested ponds. 


Under the direction of the Board of Health I also supervised the 
operation of the Sanitary Landfill operation located at the former Draper 
Dump. Out-of-town vehicles are still being turned away. 


Samples were taken at Hopedale Pond and all were satisfactory with 
the exception of one taken on July 2 which contained a high membrane 
filter count. The Pond was closed and reopened on July 6 when tests 
showed it safe for swimming.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the 86th annual report. 


During the year of 1971, the Bancroft Memorial Library and its 
Branch at South Hopedale have continued to serve the public in every way 
possible. The circulation for the year is 48,302. The Library is used 
extensively for reference and information. 


Mrs. Hattersley, the Children’s Librarian reports 63 new borrowers 
in her department. Three story hours have been held during the school 
vacation periods. 


A summer reading program called “‘Circus Fun” was held for grades 
4, 5, and 6. Seventeen children registered and a total of 304 books were 
read by the group. “Busy Bee”’ certificates were presented to 34 children 
of grades 1, 2, and 3 with 838 books being read by this group. Library 
reading certificates were presented to pupils.in grades 5 and 6 at Dutcher 
Street School; 71 regular for five to twenty books read and 5 honor for 20 
or more books, 


National Library Week was observed in April with both children’s 
and adult books on display during the week. The four third grade classes 
visited the Children’s Room during the week and Mr. Packard’s 6th grade 
class visited in December. Children’s Book Week was observed in 
November, when Mrs. Hattersley visited the Sth and 6th grades, which 
include 7 classrooms, to give a few short book reviews of new children’s 
books. New adult books were also added at this time. 


The Librarian gave book reviews to the Women’s Society of the 
Congregational Church in Milford in November. 


Mrs, Virginia Burnham, who had been a member of our staff for 
about a year and a half, left us in June to go to Ireland to live. We were 
sorry to have her leave but were happy to welcome Mrs, Azelia Heron to 
our staff. 


Mr. William Child resigned from the Board of Trustees in August and 
Mr. Sewall Drisko was appointed to fill out his term. We were all saddened 
to lose him by death after having served for only about two months. Mr. 
‘Howard Smith was then appointed to fill out the term. 
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We would again like to remind the public of our record collection. 
We have supplemented this collection with records borrowed from the 
Central Regional Library. 


As a member of the Central Regional Library, we are served by 
monthly visits from the Bookmobile. We have borrowed 22 films and 50 
books for our patrons. 


We take a collection of books to the Griffin Apartments every 6 
weeks. We have also been borrowing books with large print from the 
Bookmobile for patients at the Hopedale Garden Nursing Home.

Samples were taken from twenty Elm trees suspected of having 
Dutch Elm Disease. Eighteen proved to have the disease and were removed 
and destroyed. Five trees were on private property and thirteen were on 
public property. 


One aerial spray was applied for general insect pest and mosquito 
control. Due to the fact that a chlorinated hydrocarbon insecticide which 
has a residual effect was present, we did not have good results. Therefore, 
I did not apply the second spray as usual. 


Ten Maples died from env'ronmental causes and were removed. The 
trees removed were replaced with Maples, Ash and Pin Oak. 


All dead and broken limbs which might be dangerous to those using 
the streets and roads have been removed.

A movie was also enjoyed in November which proved to be a big 
success. 


Through the cooperation of the Hopedale School Department a hot 
lunch program was put into effect in September and also a monthly bus 
trip to the Milford Plaza both of which have proven successful. 


The Council ended the year with a Christmas party held at the 
recreation center; and on December 21 an evening bus trip to Shoppers 
World to shop and view the Christmas lights was sponsored. 


The Council members at this time wish to express their sincere 
thanks and gratitude to the many townspeople who contributed to the 
success of our initial programs. 


It is our intent in this coming year to sponsor new programs and new 
ideas, in which the elderly of our town may participate and enjoy to their 


fullest extent.

REPORT OF 
THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


I respectfully submit the first annual report of the Hopedale 
Historical Commission which was established by the voters at the Town 
Meeting in March 1971. 


A project application for the preservation of the Town Charter was 
submitted by the Commission to the Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities and notification of the grant of $52 was received in 


October. This will be matched by funds voted by the Hopedale Historical 
Society. 


A representative from the Commission met with the Zoning By-laws 
Study Committee during the summer to recommend that three sites — the 
South Hopedale Cemetery, Adin Ballou Park, and the Red Shop — be 
zoned to insure their preservation because of their historical significance. 


A meeting was held with a representative of North American 


Rockwell, Draper Division, to express our interest in the preservation of 
the Red Shop. Further discussions are anticipated. 
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The Commission has met with the Trustees of the Bancroft 
Memorial Library to discuss a mutual concern — the storage and display of 
materials of local historical value. The Commission will assist the Trustees 
with suggestions for the improvement of the present, inadequate facilities. 


Plans for the inventory of buildings, sites, monuments, etc. of 
historical significance in the Town have been made and several inventory 
forms have been distributed to organizations and town departments for 
completion.

THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The following is the annual report of the activities of the Hopedale 
Conservation Commission. 


Regular monthly meetings of the Commission were held on the first 
Tuesday of each month in the Town Hall. 


New members appointed to the Commission this year were James 
Heath and Robert Rocks to fill vacancies left by Laurence Maher and 
Nicholas Narducci. 


Members James Heath and Roger McNamara attended the Annual 
Meeting, an all day session, of the Massachusetts Association of Conserva- 
tion Commissions held at the Yankee Drummer in Auburn in October. 


Further development of the Conservation Commission land in South 
Hopedale was done this year. Finish grading was completed and top soil 
replaced and graded on the ball field. Seeding was not attempted this year 
due to the lateness of the season. This work is intended to be completed in 
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the spring of 1972. A backstop for this ball field has been purchased and 
will be installed after the area is seeded. Approximately 150 feet of chain 
link fence was installed along the boundary line separating Conservation 
Commission lands and private property. Additional fencing is anticipated 
for 1972. 


Routine maintenance was carried.on during the summer season on 
the play area equipment and grounds at the Mellon Street area. 


Application has been made to the State Department of Public Health 
for available funds for weed control at Hopedale Pond. The Commission is 
in contact with D.P.H. at this time and hopefully this work will be started 
early in 1972.

To the Members of the School Committee 
and the Citizens of Hopedale 


The year 1971 in the Hopedale school system was noteworthy from 


the standpoint of certain events: the evaluation of our high school, the 
participation of our fourth grade pupils in a statewide testing program, the 
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reorganization of instruction at the fifth and sixth grade levels, and the 
opening of an instructional media center in the Memorial Elementary 
School. 


High School Evaluation 


Every high school must be evaluated once every ten years in order to 
be considered for continuing accreditation by the New England Associa- 
tion of Schools and Colleges. This process includes a self-evaluation by the 
local staff. The self-evaluation was followed by a three-day visit last April 
by a team of eighteen educators, designated by the New England 
Association, to evaluate our high school and to report back to the parent 
body which would consider our school’s continuing accreditation and 
membership. As a result of that evaluation, Hopedale High School was 
voted a five-year membership and accreditation in the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. 


Citizens as well as school officials should be aware that five years is a 
relatively short period of accreditation. It should also be made clear that 
there are certain changes and improvements which must be made in order 
that continued membership in the New England Association may be 
assured, The School Committee and professional staff are already in the 
process of considering the recommendations made by the evaluating 
committee. Those involving physical facilities will be very difficult to 
accomplish. 


Following this report are two items pertaining to the high school 
evaluation. The first is an excerpt from the introductory statement in the 
Evaluation Report.. The second contains portions of the letter received by 
Principal Albert C. Sayles following the evaluation. The complete report of 
the evaluation is available in the Bancroft Library and in the high school 
library. 


Fourth Grade Testing 


The Massachusetts Department of Education is attempting to 
evaluate the performance of all students in some of the basic skills. One 
year ago, two tests were administered to all fourth grade children in the 
Commonwealth: the Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills and the Short 
Form Test of Academic Aptitude, published by the California Test 
Bureau/McGraw Hill. It is a pleasure to be able to report the high 
achievement evidenced by our Hopedale pupils. 
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Bearing in mind that these pupils were tested at a 4 — 4 grade level 
(fourth grade and fourth month), it is interesting to note the performance 
levels of our children in the various skill areas: 


Reading Language Arithmetic 
Vocabulary 5—4 Mechanics 5—8 Computation 4-—9 
Comprehension 5 — 7 Expression 6—2 Concepts 5—7 
Total 5—6 Spelling 5—3 Applications 5—6

It may be noted that Hopedale pupils performed nearly a whole year 
above the grade norms. 
Reorganization of Instruction Grades 5 and 6 


For several years teaching in the fifth and sixth grades in the 
Dutcher Street School has been organized on a semi-departmentalized 
basis, with children moving from teacher to teacher for instruction in the 
basic subjects. Many children adapt to this plan quite readily. Others find 
the constant movement to be somewhat disconcerting. Another factor, 
that of grouping according to ability, is also disadvantageous for some 
pupils, who develop an indifferent attitude or become disciplinary 
problems. Consequently, a reorganization plan has been adopted on a trial 
basis. Under this latter plan, pupils are grouped heterogeneously and are 
assigned to a teacher with whom they remain throughout the day. 
Individual needs of each pupil are determined and instruction based on 
these needs is carried out. Thus far, the attitude of pupils has improved 
considerably, the teachers are developing a more individualized approach 
to instruction and the overall pupil-teacher relationship seems to be 
improving. 


It should be emphasized that the present organization is still under 
study as well as in the process of improvement. A final determination is 
yet to be made as to long term adoption. 


Instructional Media Center 


The new area at the lower level of the Memorial Elementary School 
being developed as an Instructional Media Center is progressing well. The 
floor has been carpeted, bookshelves have been manufactured and installed 
by the Blackstone Valley Vocational School and furnishings manufactured 
by the Massachusetts Correctional Institutions have been added. A card 
catalog file is being prepared to include books and other media, At very 
modest cost, a fine center is being developed which will greatly enhance 
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the opportunities for individual study and research. The modern elemen- 
tary school of the seventies is equipped with a media center which is an 
integral part of the instructional system. It should be gratifying to our 
local constituents to know that our schools are being updated in this 
regard, 


Other Items 


Mention is hereby made of certain other progressive moves within 
our school system in 1971. One is the development of a Work-Study 
Program in the Junior-Senior High School. Approximately twenty students 
are involved in a program which divides their school day between academic 
studies and a work*program with cooperating firms. The efforts of Mr. 
Robert Zinck, director, and the Citizens Advisory Committee is producing 
worthwhile results. 


The addition of Hopedale’s first full-time school nurse, in the 
dedicated person of Mrs. Annette Noferi, is a step forward in the direction 
of producing better results with student health. 


The efforts of several of our staff, including the principals, in 
bringing Federal Aid under various titles to our school system is 
commendable. More than $17,000 came to the schools in 1971 as a result 
of projects submitted. 


The subject of the Dutcher Street School building is once 
again brought to the attention of our citizens. This 1898 structure, while 
in some respects physically sturdy, does not and cannot provide the type 
of program that children in the middle grades could have if a modern plant 
were available. Serious thought should be given to this subject if 
educational standards are to be improved. 


A significant trend in school enrollments is called to your attention. 
The chart following indicates that our elementary enrollment is declining 
and that the decline will be extended to the high school in the next three 
or four years,

EXCERPTS FROM THE INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT 
OF THE REPORT OF THE VISITING HIGH SCHOOL 
EVALUATING COMMITTEE 


The Visiting Committee in its review of the self-evaluation of 
Hopedale High School commends Hopedale for its thoroughness in 
completing their assignment as directed by the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. Our recognition of their expertise in 
completing this assignment in giving much of their time in the past year to 
present to the Visiting Committee the real story of Hopedale High has 
been a gratifying experience for all Visiting Committee members. 


The Visiting Committee saw Hopedale as a beautiful town, a middle 
class community composed of a trade oriented society, traditional, stable 
in population growth with community agencies relating closely to the 
educational process in the growth and development of the students. 


Like most schools, highly reputable or not, we recognized some 
strengths as well as weaknesses in the Hopedale School System. 


On the one hand, the school is to be commended for having a 
philosophy in education, well written and researched, that relates to this 
unique community and its students in a very realistic way. We commend 
the quality of staff in leadership and teaching, people seemingly dedicated 
to work to achieve the objectives of this philosophy. 


We commend the nonprofessional staff of workers and volunteers 
who seem to take an inspired interest in serving the school and community 
in a positive way as indicated by the cleanliness of the school, school 
grounds, and town. There is a definite atmosphere of pride in their school 
among a great number of community people. 
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The students themselves, for the most part, carry on with a feeling 
that they are receiving the best in education in the relationship among 
administration, faculty, and students. They also are proud of their school 
and are loyal to it. 


One of the interesting commendations noted by the Committee was 
the policy relating to the scheduling of small classes. Students have the 
assurance of meeting many teachers with varied talents in an uncrowded 
compatible teaching setting. 


One leaves Hopedale with the thought that here is a small 
community with a high school that is doing their very best to prepare their 
children for the challenges of the world today. 


And yet, on the other hand, there are some noticeable deficiencies 
noted in this report in the form of recommendations. Recommendations 
in certain areas are very strong. 


One problem that became apparent to the Committee throughout 
the review relates to matters of budget appropriations. 


For example, the Committee in reviewing the Library and Science 
Departments’ needs, found many deficiencies re-equipment, materials, and 
books. It seemed obvious that in a school that spends close to $1,000 per 
student, budget allocations should provide for items that are necessary for 
the school to function at a level commensurate with the established 
association standards, Here the Committee thought in referring back to the 
policy of small classes, that the school may, in effect, take away from 
necessary departmental budget allocations by maintaining the policy re 
small classes. 


Along with this and in view of the cost factor in updating these 
items, the Committee made note of the need for the community to 
explore possible regionalization efforts with neighboring communities, For 
the immediate future, it was recommended that they explore the 
possibility of using the Town Library during the school day. In an age 
where so many schools are talking about the open campus policy, 
Hopedale has at its doorstep a ready-made educational avenue in the Town 
Library, a facility open each day at 2:00 in the afternoon. 


In the-area of Physical Education, we found a very unique situation 
where the high school leases an outside gymnasium for Physical Education 
and other activities. One might place a priority to clear such a situation, 
but the arrangement seems to be satisfactory.
